J. From Tampico came news of large num- 
bers gathering from San Luis Potosi and 
adjacent states, and it was said hundreds 
were expected at Vera Cruz from the south- 
ern interior states to await embarkation. 
While many probably will go to New Orleans 
and Galveston it. is expected that not a few 
will seek safety in Cuba, while some will 15 
to Europe. 

Seek Safety in El Paso. 

Consul Letcher, at Chihuahua, reported 
that a train left that city bound for El Paso, 
carrying a party of Americans, including 54 
men. 28 women, and 17 children and a num- 
ber of other foreigners.. He said, however, 
that owing to the condition of the tracks no 
forecast can be made of the time of their 
arrival at El Faso. 

Other advices stated that forty refugees, 
who made their way from Durango to Vera 
Cruz, were due to arrive in New Orleans to- 
morrow. Fourteen others on .the steamer 
City of Mexico now are en route to the same 
city from Vera Cruz. 

Americans Crowd Vera Cruz. 

Vera Crus. Mexico, Aug. 20.—Numbers of 
American refugees are arriving here in con- 
sequence of President Wilson's warning to 
them to leave Mexico. Those in need of as- 
sistance are enn to Consul William W. 
Canada for aid. . 

Some families of means from Mexico City 
also have arrived and a great influx is ex- 
pected here during the next few days. Most 
of the refugeés will remain in Vera Cruz 
watching for developments in the situation. 


~., Refuse to Leave Mexico. 

Douglas, Ariz., Aug. .- Two Americans 
came out of Mexico today through this port. 
One returned on the next train. The other 
said he would go back tomorrow.

In recognizing Huerta’s government as the

Confidence in Financial Bait.

President of Consumers’ O0. Returne 
from Europe a Convert to Abolition of 
Politics in Municipal Government. 


A new convert to nonpartisan municipal 
government has appeared in the person of 
Frederick W. Upham, president of the Con- 
sumers company, and well known Repub- 
lican politician.

WANTS HER DUTIES DEFINED 


Report Says Old Type of Education 
Is Coming Back. 


FOR LAKE COUNTY'S GOOD. 


An echo of the recent disturbance in the 
board of education, which rerulted in a threat 
by Mrs. Ella Flagg Young to resign from the 
position of superintendent of schools, is con- 
tained in her annual report to the board, 
made public yesterday. 

As a means of eliminating similar conflicts 
im the future. Mrs Young recommends the 
adoption of a definite statement of the duties 
and authority of the superintendent of 
schools. In addition to this she urges that 
the term of office of the superintendent be 
lengthened from three to five years and the 
same term for board members. 


Here’s What Mrs. Young Says. 

Her report declared that the board should 
take steps to convince the legislature of the 
need of lengthening the term of office. On 
this subject her report read: 

“ Experience makes evident the need of 
certain changes: The lengthening of the 
term of office of the members of the board 
of education from three to five years, by 
which change the membership of the board 
would become less epheineral; the extension 
of the term of superintendent of schools from 
three to five years, of which needs the board 
should convince the state legislature; the 
substitution for the present indefinite as- 
sumption of the relation of the superin- 
tendent of schools to the board of education, 
of a definite statement both of the duties 
of the superintendent as the educational ex- 
ecutive of the board and of the authority 
delegated for the purpose of meeting these 
duties; a statement of the responsibilities of 
the superintendent as leader of the educa- 
tion division and the means by which this ef- 
ficiency is estimated. 


Old Academic Type Returning. 

On the subject of the fundamentals in edu- 
cation Mrs. Young stated in the report that 
the old academic type is coming back. She 
says: y 

The year has beéinone of adjustment and 
change. It has presented the not uncommon 
epectacie of a new type of education [voca- 
tiona)] lauded and pushed into the foreground 
from one direction, while from another di- 
rection the tools of the old academic type 
have been reinstated in their former posi- 
tions as the fundamentals in education. This 
situation is not peculiar to Chicago—it is 
widespread throughout the public schools of 
the country. 

The schools that are permeated with the 
spirit of progress have responded more quick- 
ly to the call for a rejuvenation of the‘ three 
R's’ than have the schools that are under 
the domination of the past. 

an innovation this year will be the teach- 
ing of sex hygiene, which will be added to 
the high school curriculum in the form of 
lectures. Boys and girls will be separated.

Chile, Ruling Western Coast of 
South America, Fears 
Loss of Power. 


GREED OPPOSING FACTOR. 


Loss of Nitrate Provinces, Taken 
from Peru and Bolivia, 
Is Feared. 


Below will be found the third of « 
series of articles by Observer dis- 
cussing conditions in various South 
American countries. Observer has 
just made a comprehensive tour of 
these regions for “The Tribune.” 


BY OBSERVER. 

The Spaniards who settled Chile, as was 
their custom, established the big estate 
system with its consequent feudal system of 
a small rich upper class, a large, ignorant 
lower class, and virtually no middle class. 

There have been, however, certain modify- 
ing influences, which while preserving the 
system, have tended to make it less rigid and 
less of a drawback to the advancement of 
the country than is the case in the Latin 
American countries farther to the north. 

Chile was not of as much importance in 
Spanish eyes as other parts of South Amer- 
ica, because less rich in the minerals for 
which they were seeking. As a consequence, 
neither the Spanish aristocracy nor church 
established themselves quite as firmly as 
elsewhere. The Indians, being more war- 
like and harder to subdue than those to the 
north, were less amenable to peonage. 


British Support Old 

In addition, during the time of the revolt 
from Spain and afterwards a number of 
Britishers settled in the country and mar- 
ried into many of the best families. These 
men, while of good families themselves, or 
of that class which, filled with the aristo- 
cratic idea, is only too ready to support such 
a system, have, nevertheless, tended to 
make conditions more liberal than the same 
class of Spaniards would have had them. 

The energy which these northerners im- 
parted to their descendants, coupled with 
the naturally energetic spirit of the-aborigi- 
nal Indian, passed on to his halfbreed 
descendant, has tended to overcome a good 
deal but not all of the maflana habits 
of the Spaniard. 

Chile’s early independent history was the 
usual Latin-American one, It consisted of 
a series of revolutions with, as a rule, no 

_pther purpose in view than the ousting of 
those in power so that those out of it might 
enjoy the rich pickings inseparable from 
holding office. 


Change for Better in 1861. 

When Presicent Perez came to office in 1861 
there was a change for the better, for he ap- 
parentiy was a man sincerely interested in 
the betterment of his country and set as @ 
consequence a badly need example. 

While he was in office, Chile fought Spain 

' an@ learned from this war a lesson which has 
materially affected her subsequent history. 
This was the need of a navy. Having no navy, 
she was unable to prevent the bombard- 
ment and serious damage of Valparaiso by 
the Spanish fleet. Also, as lanc distances 

were exceedingly great and means of com- 
munication practically lacking, her inability 
to prevent control of the sea by the Spaniards 
prevented her from extending any real help 
to her allies, Peru, Bolivia, and Houader. 

The lesson was well learned. Since that 
date, Chile has taken good care to have a 
navy, which, due to the training given it by 
English officers, is efficient and has given her 
the control of the Pacific coast of South 
America. | : 


Sea Power Wins War. 

Her first occasion to test the value of this 
supremacy was in the war with Peru and 
Bolivia. Thanks to her sea power, Chile was 
able to land her troops when and where she 
chose. Also, she could reinforce her armies 
more quickly than the allies, being able to 
move her troops by water, while they had to 
make long marches over mountains and 
deserts, : 

As a result of this war she gained poss 
sion of the nitrate fields, which have been 
such a source of revenue that taxation in 
Chile has since been low. 

‘Though the country was run by and fora 
small upper class, there were a certain num- 
ber of prominent. men who recognized the 
evils of this system and had more or less 
sincere desires to remedy the existing condi- 
tions. These men had formed a reform party 
and professed to be working for such things 
as an honest and independent judiciary, free- 
dom of the ballot, a betterment in public 
education, and a certain separation of the 
church and state which would suppress spe- 

cial laws and privileges, establish civil regis- 
try. and manage and permit the burial of 
other than Roman Catholics in the ceme- 

terles. The conservative party, intensely 
aristocratic and Catholic, was bitterly op- 
posed to these would-be reformers. 


Reform Party Hits President. 

The reform party recognized that the ease 
with which the president could assume prac- 
tically dictatorial powers was one of the 
greatest hindrances to free government. In 
an endeavor to establish parliamentary rule 
the reform men succeeded in establishing the 
custom that when the president no longer 
hat a majority in congress his cabinet should 
resign. As the president was given no 
power to prorogue congress, this meant that 
once congress became opposed to the presi- 
dent he became a mere figurehead ora dead- 
lock would result. | 

This custom, established by the liberals as 
a means of helping freer government, caused 
a struggle between a congress representing 
a privileged class, on the whole determined 
to yleld none of its principles, and a liberal 
president so determined to make them yield 
that he overstepped his constitutional au- 
thority and brought on civil war. 

This president was Balmaceda. Early of 


prominence in the liberal party, he ulti- 


each more anxious to obtain its selfish inter- 
ests than to carry out any liberal program. 
Balmaceda, realising that the only hope of 
carrying out his policy lay in uniting his par- 
ty. formed cabinet after cabinet from the 
dierent branches of the Liberal party. 


Plan Fails to Succeed. 


However, this plan never worked, as each 
time each group, caring for nothing but its 
own interest, would ally itself with the con- 
servatives or any other group to defeat the 
president and force his cabinet to resign. 
As a result, between 1886 and 1888 the presi- 
dent was forced to form three cabinets, and 
between 1888 and 1890 ten more. 

All this caused him to see his position clear- 
ly. He sincerely desired the reforms which 
were essential if Chile was to advance in civ- 
ilization. The people of the upper class, 
though a small minority of the population, 
held all the power and privileges in their 
hands and intended to keep them. There 
were men of this class who were sincere Hb- 
erals like himself, but they were in the minor- 
ity, even in the so-called liberal party. 

The lower classes, practically deprived of 
all political power, were too ignorant to un- 
derstand his ideas or to lend him any help. 
That middie class which would have forced 
fair elections and have given him support 
through their representatives in congress, 
or elee have secured their share in the gov- 
ernment through force of arms, practically 
did not exist. 


Balmaceda Stands All Alone, 
In other words, he stood virtually alone. 
Realizing this and being a determined man, 
instead of resigning he insisted on the right 


keep it, no matter what congress thought 
of it. 

The breach continually widened. Finally, 
congress having adjourned, the president re- 
fused to convene it, and, when the appropri- 
ations ran out, issued an illegal decree that 
the previous ones should be continued. 

This was the signal for civil war. The 
upper class supported congress in every pos- 
sible way. The officers of the navy, being 
from this class, the navy joined the con- 
gressionalists. Outside of this there was no 
general rising in favor of congress; neither 
did the people go to Balmaceda’s support. 
The army supported him in a more or less 
half hearted manner. 

The congressionalists promptly took the 
advantage which the control of the sea gave 
them to seize the nitrate provinces in the 
north, thus at one blow depriving Balmaceda 
of the chief source of the government’s in- 
come and givi themselves ample funds to 
carry on the struggle as long as they wished. 


Sea Control Great Advantage. 


This control of the sea also gave them the 
inestimable advantage of being able to or- 
ganize their troops at such a distance that 
they could only be got at by the government 
troops after long land marches and by ex- 
posing the capital to attack from forces 
landed in their rear. Also, they could, with- 
out fear of interruption, import all the neces- 
sary was supplies. 

Due to these advantages and the lack of 
real support extended Balmaceda the con- 
gressional party won. 

This civil war was a turning point in Chill’s 
history. Along the path Balmaceda intended 
her to take lay greater religious and civil 
liberty, better education of the masses, and 
in general those advantages which make for 
an enlightened people governing them- 
selves for the best interests of all the people 
and not any particular class. Such a gov- 
ernment would have provided for and at- 
tracted that European immigration which is 
go necessary to the proper development of a 
new country rich in natural resources but 
lacking in population. 


Victory Brought Special Privilege. 


The victory of the congressional party 
meant the triumph of special privilege, and 
the continuation of the rule of the country 
by it and for its ends. Before the War, con- 
stitutionally the president undoubtedly pos- 
sessed many, if not all, of the powers which 
Balmaceda claimed. At its conclusion the 
congressionalists took good care to change 
the law so that the supremacy of congress as 
regards the president is assured. Real par- 
liamentary government, however, was not 
established, because they intentionally failed 
to give the president power to prorogue con- 


gress. 
Constitutional provisions put the congres- 
sional elections entirely in the hands of the 
upper class. The consequence is that the 
elections are merely a struggle between the 
different members of this class to run the 
government in general for their own benefit. 
They no longer have to fear the interruption 
of any president so much of an idealist as to 
wish to put into practice any really demo- 
cratic reforms. 
Chile néeds capital and labor. So far the 
government has shown no opposition to the 
entry of foreign capital. Those of the upper 
class, for the most part, still hesitate to put 
their own money into the development of the 
country. The need of immigration is under- 
stood, but only as it will supply the labor 
needed by the upper class. The idea of it as 
a means of filling up the country with a pros-

perous middle class of land owning citizens 


finds little or no favor as yet. Needless to 
say, under existing circumstances, the de- 
sired immigration does not come. 


„ Civil War Effect Stays. 


The civil war had an important bearing 
on Chile's foreign relations and affects them 
even to this day. The Spanish in Chile, in- 
tensely aristocratic in their attitude, from 
the first gave their whole hearted support 
to the Chilean upper class and congress. 
English financial and other interests were 
bitterly opposed to Balmaceda because they 
realized that his plans, if carried out, would 
mean among other things the ultimate in- 
vestment of Chilean capital in the develop- 
ment of the country. 

This of course would bring to an end their 
virtual control of Chile through its re- 
sources. The fact that this war was a 
struggle between a congress and a presi- 
dent gave it the appearance of a down- 
trodden people struggling against a tyrant. 
This view was fully exploited in England, 
and gained as a consequence popular sup- 
port of the congressionalists. 

This support was carried so far that the 
British minister's attitude was far from be- 
ing neutral, and the British warships not 
only accompanied the congressional fleet. 
but even on occasions interfered with the 
few ships still possessed by the government 


forces. 


British Opposed to U. B. Capital. 

Prier to this war American interests had 
been increasing in Chile. The British re- 
sented this. They lost no opportunity to op- 
pose the Americans in every wey. 

The American minister, Mr. Egan, an Irish- 
man by birth, had been mixed up with the | 
Irish revolutionary movement. This was 
sufficient to make him the target for all sorts 
of unjust abuse and criticism. Undoubtedly 
his sympathy, as that of most Americans, 
was with Balmaceda. However, his conduct 
was correct, as he showed himself as prompt 
to protect congressionalists as Balmacedists. 

When the congressionalist army landed in 
Quinteros bay in their advance on Valparaiso 
the San Francisco of the United States navy 
went up to witness the landing, returning 
immediately to Valparaiso. The accusation 
was promptly made and has been repeated 
many times since with many false additions, 
that tis ocers betrayed the movement of 
the congressionajists to the government 
forces. 


Betrayal Story Proved False. 


The simple fact is that the San Francisco 
would not have known where to have looked 
for the congressional army had not its move- 
ment been known in Valparaiso prior to its 
departure. Also investigation has shown 
these charges to be utterly false. 

These things led to a more or less bitter 
anti-American feeling on the part of the 
congressionalists. When they came to power 
they exhibited it in many annoying and pro- 
voking ways. The feeling communicated 


the riot in which several of the crew of the 
U. S. S. Baltimore, unarmed themselves, were 
killed by Chileans armed with knives and 
bayonets. 

War almost resulted, but wae averted by 
Chile paying an indemnity and apologizing 
for an insulting message from their minister 
of foreign affairs to the United States gov- 
ernment. 


Feeling’ Stays Against U. 8. 


The consequent feeling against the United 
Siates, though unjust, has never quite dis- 
appeared. It continues to operate to our 
disadvantage to this day. 

The opening of the Panama canal, by bring- 
ing about more intimate relations, may tend 
to eliminate this. On the other hand, it must 
be remembered that while our people are 
primarily, interested in business, and concern 
themselves little, if at all, with foreign 
affairs, the governing class in Chile is more 
interested im politics and foreign affairs than 
in business. 


Watch Opening of Canal.. 

Those of the upper class are deeply inter- 
ested in the effect the opening of the Panama 
canal will have on their position in South 
America. Chile’s chief sources of income are 
the mitrate provinces, taken from Peru and 
Bolivia as the result of her war with these 
two countries. She was able to do this be- 


cause of her naval supremacy. Her con- 


tinued naval supremacy has enabled her to 
retain them. Bolivia and Peru consider that 
the question is by no means settled, 

The ease with which we will be able, once 
the canal is opened, to place our fleet on the 
western coast of South America, destroys 
Chile’s naval supremacy in those waters. 
Our injection into the scene, no matter how 
peaceful our intentions, is not entirely wel- 
comed, The storm of protest raised by our 
attempt to buy the Yalapagos islands plainly 
showed the Chilean attitude.

United States Navy Offers Great 
Field for Boy of Technical 
Turn of Mind.

itself to the lower classes and resulted in 


the smal! class of men who, beginning by 
learning the trade, have built on that 
foundation a great business and a large 
personal fortune. So strongly impressed 
was Mr. Crane with the value of his early 
training that, in his later years. he be- 
came a strong advocate of the mechan- 
ical. rather than the bookish education. 

One opportunity which the trade offers 
and which should appeal strongly to 
Johnny is that of serving as machinist 
in the United States navy. A modern 
battleship is a perfect mass of compll- 
cated machinery and there is constant 
need for the exercise of expert mechanical 
skill. 

A journeyman machinist who has had 
at least one year’s experience with ma- 
rine engines may enlist as a first class 
machinist’s mate with wages of $60.50 
a month, board, lodging, and medica! at- 
tendance also being furnished. After 
seven year service in the navy he may 
pass, by examination, to the grade of 
warrant officer, with a salary ranging 
from $1,500 to $2,400 a year, the other 
allowances being continued and increased. 
At the end of thirty years’ service he may 
retire with a pension of three-quarters 
pay for life. , 

And there is always the chance that he 
may win—again by examination—to the 
post and pay of a commissioned officer in 
the navy. Such examinations are held 
yearly, and there are many men who orig- 
inally enlisted now holding commissions. 


3 
ACKING the luck or the ability to 
climb out of the ranks, the expert ma- 
chinist may almost always find work at his 
trade In any town or city. Asa toolmaker 
he may earn as much as $4.50 a day: ex- 
pert repair men and machinery~erectors 
and assemblers are paid as much or more, 
sometimes with an expense allowance in 
addition. Experts in the experimental 
rooms of big factories get $5 a day and 
more and are, now and then, given a bonus 
for completing an especially hard piece of 
work. 

The chief difficulty. which Johnny is 
likely to face is that it is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult for a boy to get a thorough 
training in the various angles of the ma- 
chinist’s trade. In the older days an ap- 
prentice was transferred frequently from 
lathes to milling machine or to drill press. 
He was taught die cutting and all the other 
branches of the trade. At the end of four 
years he was a real mechanic, knowing how 
to use and operate all the tools of the trade. 

Now that factories are largely filled with 
automatic machines the danger is that the 
apprentice will be put to tending, for in- 
stance, an automatic screw machine and 
will be kept at it almost indefinitely, with 
the result that at the end of his time, al- 
though he is an expert in that one small 
operation, he has little knowledge of his 
trade in a broad way.

e e, Johnny needs guidance in 
selecting the machine shop which he 
wishes to enter as an apprentice. Some of 
the biggest factories in the city give their 
apprentices every possible advantage, not 
only by transferring them from one depart- 
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| pay, in which they may study books which 


‘ 


| will help them to understand and master 
their trade. One such large concern has a 
class of twenty-two apprentices who spend 
one-half day each week on the company’s 
time attending a technical high school. 

Johnny needs to be warned that the more 
education along technical lines he takes 
with him the more rapid is his progress 
likely to be. More and more the tendency 
is to select men as foremen who have had 
a considerable degree of technical educa- 
tion. He will not, as a rule, be taken into 
a shop as an apprentice until he is at least 
16 years old, and it will do him only harm 
to stop school before that time. 

If he is sufficiently ambitious and physi- 
cally strong enough he may hasten matters 
by attending a technical night school, of 
which there are about a dozen in the city, 
some maintained by the T. M. C. A. and 
others as a part of the public school sys 
tem. Often it is possible to thus cut down 
the regular four years of apprenticeship.

for the shop and one additional for each 
five machinists employed. Something like 
the same rule is quite generally followed. 
The machinists’ union does not require 
as some trade unions do—that apprentices 
shall be sons or relatives of its members. 

At the end of six months’ probation a 
boy may be regularly entered as an ap- 
prentice to serve for four years. When 
his apprenticeship is over it is the general 
rule that, in addition to his wages, he 
shall be paid a bonus of $100, the cost of 
any tools furnished by the employer being 
deducted from that amount. 

In some shops the complaint is that 
too many apprentices are employed. This 
plan is profitable, because a boy at small 
wages may easily manage a great many 
kinds of work on automatic machines. 

It is largely because so many machin- 
ists of the present generation are not 
thoroughly trained mechanics that the 
average man in the trade does not find 
work for more than nine or ten months 
of the year. While the expert is rarely 
b, the man who knows only

one narrow branch of the trade must often, 
wait a long time for an opening. 3

| Johnny undertakes to learn the trade 
at all he should have help in making 
certain that his apprenticeship is thor- 
ough. A good many practical men who 
have climbed up from the ranks insist 
that once a boy has become a journey- 
man he will be wise to work in a number 
of different shops during the next few years, 

Though this suggestion is not popular 
with employers, it is one which deserves 
the consideration of boys who are ener- 
getic and ambitious. And always the boy 
who thinks of becoming a machinist 
should face the fact that the average 
yearly earnings of men in the trade— 
taking the United States as a whole—is 
only about 400 a year. That is the fig. 
ure as determined by the Boston vocation 
bureau and revised by a number of em- 
ployers, a trade union official. and a pro- 
fessional economist and statistician.

Advice of Collective Nature. 

The colonel did not try to single out Mr.

N. A. M. Lauds Col. Mulhall.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 29.—[Spectal.]— 
Legislation by caucus was denounced in the 
senate today by Hitchcock of Nebraska, the 
only Democratic senator who had Announced 
that he would not be bound by caucus rule. 

The position taken by Hitchcock is re- 
garded as having no other significance 
than the apparent realization by some Dem- 
ocrats that caucus control carried to the 
extreme, which has characterized this con- 
gress, is an evil Mkely to react upon the Dem- 
ocratic party. 

Hitchcock assailed the caucus in advocacy 
of an amendment proposed by him to regu- 
late trusts and prevent monopolies by the use 
of taxing power. He would increase the tax 
upon the incomes of corporations according 
to the proportion of the total business they 
control, making the tax 10 per cent upon all 
corporations controlling more than haif the 
total business of the country in any particu- 
lar line. 


Penrose Votes for Amendment. 

The course pursued by the Nebraska sena- 
tor surprised his colleagues, but a greater 
surprise was in store for the country, because 
when the Hitchcock amendment was voted 
upon, Senator Penrose, followed by the ma- 
jority of the Republican reactionaries, sol- 
emnly voied for it. 

Penrose and his following placed them- 
selves upon record asin favor of taxing great 
corporations to the point where the}; must 
relax their efforts at control and permit com- 
petitors to take business away from them. 

This is so diametrically opposed to all 
that these men have stood for before that 
it aroused a good deal of smiling comment. 

The Democrats, with the exception of 

itchcock, all voted against the amendment, 
so that it was a foregone conclusion that it 
would be lost. 

To make its defeat more certain, however, 
four Republicans, Colt, McLean, Smoot, and 
Sherman of Illinois, also voted against it. 
This made it safe for Penrose and the others 
to vote for it. 

Caucus Discontent Grows. 

There is growing discontent among the 
Democrats over the caucus question and 
some fear that caucus control already has 
been carried too far. There already has been 
established in legislation through this cau- 
cus system control by e governing chaque in 
both houses just as absolute as control of 
legislation by the Aldrich and Cannon com- 
bination, against which the whole country 
rebelled. 

A number of Democratic senators and 
members of the house agree with Senator 
Hitchcock that the evil should be checked 
instead of extended, and that the present sit- 
uation is one of danger to the Democrats if 
the public realizes the extent to which caucus 
rule and secrecy have been carried in public 
affairs eince the Democrats assumed control.

CHAUFFEUR OUT ON BAIL. 


Public interest in the special grand jury's 
investigation of frauds in the general election 
last November is growing. More than $3,000 
has been subscribed to the prosecution fund, 
according to President A. A. McCormick of 
the county board. 

Many organizations are indicating their 
aprpoval of Special State’s Attorney John E. 
Northup’s effort to run down the ballot tam- 
perers and punish the guilty. 

A committee of Polish citizens has joined in 
the movement and through the Polish daily 
press has sent out an appeal to their country- 
mea to send contributions to Mr. McCormick, 
the custodian of the money. The committee - 
in charge of the Polish collections is made up 
of Julius F. Smietanke, Democratic member 
of the school board; Edmund K. Jarecki, for- 
mer Democratic alderman of the Sixteenth 
ward; and others, Progressive and Repub- 
lican. 

The action of the Folish- American is 
viewed as a direct slap at County Commis- 
sioners Kuflewski and Nowak, who echoed 
Peter Bartzen’s opposition to the Northup 
appropriation, which the minority was able 
to defeat in the county board.

CHICAGO MIGHT NOTE. 

The New York Supreme court has up- 
held the new taxicab ordinance of that city. 
The ordinance provides a rate of 30 cents for 
half a mile for not over two passengers, and 
10 cents extra for each succeeding quarter 
mile. By the decision ‘taxi stands are now 
thrown open to all cab owners, thus de- 
stroying the monopoly of location heretofore 
enjoyed by certain companies. 

In speaking of the contention of the cab 
companies that the new rates were pro- 
hibitive, the justice called attention to aa 
official report that one company alone had 
paid hotels $360,000 a year for the privilege 
of having ite cabs stand in front of those 
places. 

One good feature of the ordinance is a 
rigid inspection of the meters at frequent 
intervals by the city’s license department. 
Altogether it seems as though New York 
had found a way to break up a detestable 


IN THE SEMI-CENTENNIAL YEAR. 

The president has received an eloquent 
protest from the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People against 
some recent extensions of “ Jim Crow ” cla» 
alfi ca tions in the government offices at Wash · 
ington. It is said that there has been hith- 
arto some degree of segregation, but nothing 
like the policy recently adopted by the bu- 
reau of engraving and printing, and by orders 
lately issued in the treasury and postofiice 
departments. 

The association appeal points out that 
while segregation is being defended as tend- 
ing to secure colored employés in such bu- 
reaus as are to be given over to them, the 
point is fallacious. The effect will be to ac- 
centuate still more the social isolation of the 
colored race and encourage the discrimina- 
tion from which they now suffer unjustly. 
As the appeal notes, segregation is in deii- 
ance of right principles of efficlency and 
shuts off ho é of promotion, regardiess of 
demonstrated ability. 

The fact ang the portent are extremely 
eapleaani. Is the Democratic party, which 
in its platforms makes so great a claim to 
represent the rights of man and the interests 
of the common people, to adopt at Wash- 
ington the most reactionary of policies? It 
would be a piece of historic irony if in the 
semi-centennial year of emancipation a party 
pretending to be devoted to the author and 
principles of the declaration of independ- 
ence should apply the Jim Crow” policy 
under the flag of the capital. 

It does not seem probable that the presi- 
dent will approve of such a step backward.

THE OWEN-GLASS BILL MOVES.. 

The adoption by the Democratic caucus 
of the Owen-Glass currency bill, with the 
important amendment of the reserve pro- 
visions urged by the National Citizens’ 
league, the Bankers’ association, and Tus 
TRIBUNE, is earnest of the strength of this 
measure and of its excellent hopes of eu- 
actment. Another amendment extending 
the term of loans on farm real estate should 
strengthen the measure in the country, and 
during the discussion in the senate some 
further modifications undoubtedly will be 
made. 

The chief stumbling block from the bank- 
ers’ point of view is the composition and 
powers of the central reserve board. As to 
these some few standpatters are making a 
great to do, but the mass of banking and 
business opinion, we believe, does not sym- 
pathlse with their violent attitude. The 
consensus of opinion among bankers and 
business men seems to be increasingly fa- 
vorable to the measure and, while desiring 
some further amendments in details, is far 
from believing that its faults are danger- 
ous. The standpatters are asking for con- 
ceasions they will not and ought not to be 
given, as the most broad minded and public 
spirited of the bankers would privately ad- 
mit. The advisory council idea is a good 
one, and & should be aceepted by the ad- 
ministration. The council] should be given, 
perhaps, some sort of a check upon some of 
the powers of the reserve board. The reduc- 
tion of the number of reserve districts should 


lowed on reserve bank stock to encourage 
the emhaller banks to enter the system. 

With these changes the Owen-Glass bill 
would be, we believe, not only workable 
but a distinct step ln advance. It is to be 
hoped the discussion in the senate will be 
public spirited and helpful and that the 
standpat bugaboo will be ignored.

HUMAN BETTERMENT ADVICE—II. 
HE recommendations of the Mas- 
sachusetts Mental Hygiene society 
T continue as follows: 
“The best method of training is 
example; and what is good for your 
child is usually good for you. 

Take advice of a competent person con- 
cerning the peculiar, sensitive, or nervous 
child in order to correct a possibly bad in- 
heritance by proper education and environ- 
ment. 

The intemperate use of alcohol is a con- 
tributing or causative factor of several 
forms of insanity in the individual predis- 
posed thereto. 

“The habitual use of the habit forming 
drugs, specially those of sedative and 
hypnotic type, may cause delirium or in- 
sanity.

“Remembering that syphilis, typho’ 
’ fever, scariet fever, measles, tuberculosis, 
influenza, heart, kidney, and other dis- 
eases are not infrequently contributing fac- 
tora in insanity or meatal and nervous break- 
downs, it behooves you to see that the health 
regulations of your community are kept 
abreast of modern standards of efficiency 
and to seek early a physician's advice when 
iliness invades your home. 

“A contagious and infectious germ dis- 
ease, known as syphilis, is the direct causo 
of three kinds of brain disease, which repre- 
sent at least one-tenth of the admissions 
to insane hospitals. 

“Most of them are characterized by a 
progressive failure of mind and body, which 
ends in death in a few years. 

“ Syphilis has other ill effects on the in- 
dividual, and may be transmitted to the 
next generation. Most cases of insanity 
caused by syphilis are incurable by aay 
means now known, to medical science. 

Do not allow dimdence or similar feel- 
ings to prevent yon from promptly seeking 
competent medical advice concerning sexual, 
ethical, emotional, or mental problems which 
perplex you.

„Remember that the mental equilibrium 
of many persons is endangered by the high 
pressure of our twentieth century civiliza- 
tion—be thoughtful of them. 

“Try to get a little recreation évery day, 
and a vacation oftener than once a year. 

“Try to keep your weight up to that re- 
garded as “standard” for your height. 

“Oultivate a cheerful, generous, and 
charitable disposition. 

„There are many forms of insanity; a 
large percentage is preventable and a con- 
siderable proportion curable. 

“Observe the few well established and 
simple rules of health concerning food, sleep, 
exercise, bathing, and recreation. Avoid 
alcohol, drugs, immoral living, venereal dis- 
eases, great mental ot physical stress and 
excesses of all kinds.” 


. HAY FEVER TREATMENT. 

J. K. writes: I don't know whether you 
are aware of it or not, but in the stockyards 
district they seem to have discovered a new 
cure for hay fever. It has been noticed that 
parties with this malady going into the cool- 
ers and staying in for fifteen minutes to 
half an hour have been either wonderfully 
benefited or cured entirely. I have heard of 
several cases where a complete cure has 
been effected; others were benefited tem- 
porarily. I don’t believe any systematic 
effort has been made to find out just how this 
works and just how long each person should 
remain in the cooler. The idea seems feasible 
enough, in view of the fact that people having 
this disease have generally been benefited by 


a change of climate. I understand the tem- 


perature of the cooler is about 36 degrees 
Fahrenheit.” 
REPLY. 

I think this would be of some service in hay 
fever. It might cure those cases where nasal 
conditions are prominent. I wish that somebody 
would work on this problem from «a practical 
standpoint; would develop a way of giving con- 
sumptives and babies sick of summer complaint 
several of exposure to cold air each day.

OURE OF TAPEWORM. 
C. C. B. wants to know the symptoms and 
cure of tapeworm. 


REPLY... 

About the only symptom of any value is the 
passage of segments. Segments are easily found. 
When a mistake is made it is generally on the 
other side. Food remnants or mucus are called 
tapeworm segment. Sometimes there is loss of ap- 
petite or perverted appetite. Sometimes there is 
anemia. 

Treatment is satisfactory if one goes at it 
seriously. It is unsatisfactory otherwise. The 
patient should stay in bed on a liquid diet and 
take an alkaline saline laxative three times @ day 
for three days. On the third ta saline purge 
should be given. 

Now, note all of this is systematic preparation 
for the treatment. The people who fail do so by 
reason of slap-bang preparation. 

On the fourth morning give the worm medicine 
and three hours later give a dose of oil. Which one 
of the tapeworm medicines is to be given is not 
a matter of great consequence. What counts is 
getting ready.

AVID LLOTD-GBOROGE. the chan- 
oellor of the British exchequer, is en- 

‘I deavoring to do away with one of the 
most time honored privileges. of the 

two great universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge, a bit of news which will doubt- 
leas prove of interest to the considerable 
number of men on this side of the Atlantic 
who have graduated from these ancient seats 
of learning. The prerogatives in question are 


the so-called wine privileges. 
— 

Both universities are still partially exempt 
trem the jurisdiction of the licensing jus- 
tices as regards the granting and the re- 
fusing of licenses to sell wine and malt 
liquors. 

Indeed, until 1890 the University of Oxford 
was itself the sole licensing authority within 
its precincts. But in that year this right was 
transferred to the corporation of the city of 
Oxford. 

The vice chancellor of the university still 
retains, however, the right to license three 
vintners to sell wine, the licenses so granted 
enduring for the life of the grantee instead 
of for merely twelve months, as in the case of 
the licenses granted by the city of Oxford. 

The wine and ale licenses were originally 
bestowed upon the University of Oxford by a 
charter of Charles I., dated March 8, 1685; 
and although Oxford suffered sadly for its 
loyalty to this unfortunate monarch during 
the days of the commonwealth, it was not 
deprived of its wine and ale privileges, possi- 
bly owing to a sort of kindly fellow feeling 
on the part of Oliver Cromwell, who, like so 
many of the smaller gentry of the seven- 
teenth century, had been a brewer himself. 

~~ 

Up to 1856 the vice chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge claimed and exercised 
the power to license all ale houses and wine 
stops in Cambridge, and when this privilege 
was modified by statute he was allowed to 
retain, as delegate of the chancellor, masters, 
and scholars of the university, the right to 
license for life four vintners and ale shops. 

He is also expected to address complaints in 
writing to the clerk of the licensing justices 
with regard to the conduct of any ale house in 
Cambridge, and upon the receipt of such 
complaint the justices can at ono close the 
ale house in question, canceling its license 
without waiting for the annual date of re- 
newal. 

~~ 

Naturally, these prerogatives are cherished 
by every graduate and undergraduate of the 
two universities in question, and they are all 
up in arms against the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer’s endeavor to abolish them by means 
of legislative process. 

The bill was submitted to the house of com- 
mons just before the close of the session by 
Mr. Lioyd-George, and was only turned down 
by the examiner of bills owing to some 
technical error in ite drafting. The chan- 
cellor of the exchequer will bring it before 
the house as soon as ever pariiament meets 
again. 

— 

The right to sell intoxicants without a jus- 
tice’s license is still exercised by the houses 
of parliament, and the members of the 
Vintners’ guild of the city of London, that is 
to say, the freemen, retain the right to sell 
wine and ale free of excise and justices’ 
licenses in the city of Lopdon and within 
three miles thereof, in all port towns in 
England, and in all “ thoroughfare towns” 
en the two great routes known as the Dover 
road and the Great North road. 

This valuable privilege was conferred by 
letters patent under the great seal in the 
ninth year of the reign of James I. 

The Vintners’ guild was first mcorporated 


by Edward III. on July 15, 1363, in which year 
Henry lord mayor of London and

in the United Kingdom can only be main- 
tained by means of a special license obtained 
from the crown.

Referring to these livery companies or city 
guilds, I may mention that Lieut. Gen. Sir 


Robert Baden-Powell, the successful defend- 


er of Mafeking during the Boer war, and the 
organizer and grand master of the Boy Scout 
movement, has been elected master of the 
senior and wealthiest guild in the city—name- 
ly: that of the Mercers, which dates from 
1172, and of which the famous Dick Whit- 
tington, lord mayer of London, was at one 
time the chief. 5 

Ot course Sir Robert Baden-Powell has 
never served an apprenticeship in the 
mercers—that is to say, the dry goods trade 
and his connection with the Mer :ra’ guild 
is due to the fact that these so-called liveries 
of the city of London elect leading statesmen 
of the day, famous soldiers and naval com- 
manders, great explorers and eminent judges 
to membership. 


— 

The liveries are constantly on the lookout 
for men likely to exercise influence in one 
form or another in their behalf and hasten to 
convert them into champions of their in- 
terests by admitting them to membership. 

In this manner every effort to start reforms 
lu connection with the city of London com- 
panies has been frustrated, Conservatives 
and Liberals alike agreeing to leave the 
guilds to manage their own affairs and their 
own enormous property without legislative 
or state control, as some of them have been 
doing for the last thousand years. 

Membership is no empty honor. It carries 
with it a considerable financial interest in the 
estate of the guild concerned. 

.Roughly speaking, the guilds of the city 
of London own about $100,000,000 worth of 


property, the income of which is at the lowest | 


estimate $5,000,000 a year, and of this amount 
not more than $1,000,000 is spent in charity. 
~ 

Some of the prerogatives of these companies 
are even more extensive than those of the 
vintners above enumerated. Thus, the Gold- 
smiths’ company, by virtue of a charter 
granted by James I., enjoys not only the 
right of marking all gold and silver placed 
upon the market with the mark of its hall, but 
likewise of searching for and confiscating all 
gold and silver goods which have been 
fraudulently marked. 

In fact, the Goldsméths’ company is virtual- 
ly intrusted by the state with the duty of 
protecting the public from fraud by bringing 
to book all those dealers in gold and silver 
ware who either make use of forged hall 
marks or else dispense with a hall mark al- 
together. 

In the same way the Gunmakers’ company 
has the right of having all gun barrels manu- 
factured in England proved and stamped, 
either at its proofhouse in Church lane, Lon- 
don, or else by its officials. 

The Fishmongers’ company has the right 
to search for and confiscate all unwholesome 
fish, while the Butchers’ company, one of the 
most ancient of the civic fraternities, has 
similar authority to seize and destroy meat 
that is unfit for human food.

Chicago, Aug. 28.—[ Editor of The Tribune. } 
~The article on “Independence in the 
Philippines "’ in your issue of Aug. 26 con- 
veys the idea that if slavery of some kind 


| exists in some part of the Philippines, Con- 


gressman Jones of Virginia is wrong in 
independence within eight years. 

The existence of slavery of some kind, in 
some part of the islands, was known at the 
time when we took possession of them, and 
that fact was used as one of the arguments 
against annexation. We have had posses- 
sion of them, with unlimited power, and have 
been educating thelr people for self govern- 
ment, or pretending to do so, for about thir- 
teen years. Have we done anything to abol- 
ish slavery or to lessen it, or to check h 
continuance of it? Is there any reason t 
suppose that we shall make better progress 
in this particular hereafter than heretofore? 
Mr. Dean Worcester says, in his recent ro- 
port on the subject. that the existence of 
slave trading was known to Mr. Taft when 
he was governor of the islands in 1906, and 
that he referred the matter to Commissioner 
Wright, suggesting that anti-slavery laws 
ought to be incorporated in the new penai 
code, which was then in course of prepara- 
tion, but that this code was such a tremen- 
dous plece of work that it has not been com- 
pleted yet. Ten years is a long time to wait 
for the enactment of a code. One would 
think that a special act might have been 
passed to deal with such an evil as slavery, 
leaving the remainder of the code to be com

M. Fabre, the 


Poet of Science.

ABRE, POET OF SCIENCE,” by 


éé Dr. C. V. Legros, one of the most 
distinguished and fascinating of 


recent biographies, appearing first 

in France, has been Englished by 
Bernard Miall and is issued fro:4 the Cen- 
tury company. The subject of this memoir 
was until recently unknown to Americans 
—or at least only a few interested in biolog- 
ical matters were aware of him, Even in 
his own country he enjoyed far too little 
celebrity, although he stood above his con- 
freres in many of the things that constitute 
the true scientist. But now at an advanced 
age, renovn has come to him. Distinguished 
men unite to pay film tribute upon the oc- 
casion of a jubilee given in his honer, and 


though neither the government nor the uni- 


versity sent representatives, fearing, it is 
insinuated, to put the official seal of approval 
upon a man who has proceeded along lines 
completely individual.

Jean-Henri Fabre, living in his 80th year 
in retirement at Serignan, Vaucluse, is a 
peasant. He obtained his education with 
great difficulty, but the difficulty was les- 
sened by two signal advantages. He knew 
how to study, having early learned the habit 
of concentration, and he knew what he 
wanted to study. From earliest childhood 
his delight was in nature. He looked upon 
her little children—the crickets, the snails, 
the weevils—with as much curiosity as other 
children feel regarding their brothers and 
sisters and their playmates. And what was 
begun in warm curiosity ended in the pas- 
sionate devotion of the born scientist. To 
know the lives and habits of these little 
brothers of the field, to study their tiny 
minds, to observe the dramas of their lives, 
trusting nothing to tradition and all to ob- 
servation, became the intense vocation of 
M. Fabre. Early in life he found himself 
sufficiently equipped to teach schogl. He 
married, had children, and during almost the 
whole of a long life has felt early and 
late the prick of need. His vast observa- 
tions were for the most part carried on dur- 
ing odd hours, and to prosecute them it was 
necessary for him to make a hermit of him- 
self. 7

He was already well advanced in middle 
life before he began to write, yet he devel- 
oped a style so clear, strong, and abundant 
with illustration and set forth his data 
with so much glowing interest in and sym- 
pathy with the little creatures whose lives 
he portrayed that his books read as do the 
books of no other naturalist. ‘‘ The Homer 
of the insects, and his masterpieces of ex- 
perimental entomology betray not only the 
dependable and immeasurably patient cbser- 
vation of the naturalist, but the poetic per- 
ception of one whose mind can never stop 
its operations with what is visible, but must 
always go on to the creator of these mar- 
vels. His written works consist of many 
volumes, chief among which are his Sou- 
venirs Entomologiques.” This academic 
title conceals histories of the greatest beauty. 
Some of the studies involved are the result 
of twenty years of observation of one in- 
He diverged from Darwin in 
his views, holding that species does not 
merge with other species, but, that what- 
ever changes it may undergo it remains true 
to type. He had for Darwin, however, a 
great respect as a conscientious searcher 
and the correspondence between them was 
courteous and sympathetic. He was the 
devoted friend of John Stuart Mill and en- 
joyed*association with Mistral, the poet, 
Rostand, Romaine Roland, and others of 
the greatest of contemporary Frenchmen 
paid tribute to him on the occasion of his 


- jubilee.

His simple, eager life has been lived almost 


in solitude; at Serignan he is little known, To 
quote, To tell the truth, folk regard him 
as eccentric; they have often surprised 
him in the country lying on his stomach in 
the middle of a field, or kneeling on the 
ground, a magnifying glass in hand, observ- 
ing a fly or some one of those insignificant 
creatures in which no sane person would 
deign to be interested. His biographer 
writes cf him: ‘ Frugal in all respects, 
barely tgaches the dishes before him; avoid- 
iz.~ all zneats, and saving himself wholly 
for the fruits; for is not man naturally fru- 
givorous, by his teeth, his stomach, and his 
bowels? Certain dishes repel him, for rea- 
sons of sentiment rather than through any 
real disgust; such as paté de foie gras, 
which reminds him too forcibly of the so 
cruelly tortured goose; such cruelty is too 
high a price to pay for a greasy mouthful. 
On the other hand he drinks wine with pleas- 
ure, the harsh, rough ‘wine of the coun- 
try,’ of the plains of Serignan. But his 
greatest pleasure is his pipe; a brier which in 
absence of mind he is always allowing to 
go out and always relighting.“

The frontiepiece reveals the face of the 
wise old peasant, it is seamed with innu- 
merable wrinkles, and the eyes are so plere- 
ing that one can well believe that an en- 
counter with them might be disconcerting. 
About the mouth are traces of bitterness 
and of acrid self control, but upon the whole 
the face is lofty—that of a searcher. a be- 
liever. Although M. Fabre is now hardly 
able to walk and his eyes can no longer 
reveal themselves to his inspiring micro- 
scope, yet he still has the capacity to enjoy 
the great mead of appreciation which has 
now come to him, in which America has 
her share. It is said above all else his books 
have the power of making disciples. Few 
of them have been translated.

Hall Caine's Latest. 

Mary O'Neill, who is The Woman Thou 
Gavest Me of Hall Caine’s novel (Lippin- 
cott), is the voice, anguished and piercing, of 
womankind since the world began. The 
burden of sorrow in this man made world 
is undoubtedly borne by woman. The sys- 
tem which makes her suffer first as a daugh- 
ter and then as the wife of a man in league 
with her father is the theme of this novel. 

The novel is Rot noteworthy in char- 
ecteritation. That is certain. One fails at 
the end to hold in his memory one character 
which rises distinct, vivid, and individual, as, 
for instance, do the characters of Turgeneiff, 
the master of chafactérization. Rather, the 
merit of this story is lasting impression. It 
leaves one of the cries of women in their own 
chambers and in their own ‘hearts, perhaps 
never by word of mouth, against the in- 
justices to which they are subjected in a man 
made and governed world. 

The book is ane for mature minds, not for 
‘children. It is not a literary masterpiece, but 
it makes one think. The author has cre- 
ated sympathy for his subject, although, as 
has been said, the characters are not deeply 
drawn and ‘the construction of the novel is 
weak, but there is an emotional fire in the 
stery, and Mary O'Neill's anguished voice 


vibrates powerfully on the heartstrings be- 


cause it is the voice of woman. There is not 
a dull page, even to the end, though some 
will not interpret Mary's sin as it should be 
interpreted. Many will not see that although 
the theme is that love is higher than law, that 
terrible unhappiness that follows breaking 
the law for love is inevitable. 

The analysis of the institution of marriage 
is not a dry one. It is embodied in a char- 
ecter who suffered from it and from the 
supreme rights of a father to dispose of his 
caughter in marriage. Caine has no theory 
to give. He only states facts, sometimes a 
little colored, but always essentially true. 
He seems to believe there is no solution for 
the evils of marriage today. 

One leaves this human, emotional novel 
with his cold, intellectual judgments of sin 
softened With mercy. He will feel that all 
humanity is an imperfect thing and that 
society rather than the outcast is responsible 
for the latter's sin.

Poor Thing By McCarthy. 

“CALLING THE TUNE Will not soon be 
forgiven Justin Huntly McCarthf, for it is a 
thing that ought never have been perpetrated 
on the public at all, least of all by the author 
of the dashing If I Were King.“ Even the 
glory drawn from the early volume will not 
serve to shed glamour upon this later book. 
It is a story full of improbable and uninter- 
esting situations, carried oyt by wholly un- 
attractive people—that is. people who have no 
real significance and who lack every touch 
of fineness of soul. The story centers around 
a man, an inventor of a flying machine, his 
daughter, whose sole quality is beauty, and 
a friend of the father’s, formerly an unsuc- 
cessful suitor of the mother; now a richtrav- 
eler from South America, who wooes the 
daughter of his old love. There is intrigue 
and rivairy, some repartee bérdering close 
on coarseness, slowly unwinding situations, 
some overpassionate love scenes, and many 
descriptive passages for filling that seem 
unnecessary distentions of the author's mind.

Married Life.

HE English writer, Clare Jerrold (I 

wonder if this is a pen name?) has 

written another book on Queen Vic- 

toria which the Putnams will publish 

early in September. Some time ago 
this same author published a book, The 
Early Court of Queen Victoria,“ and now she 
takes up another phase of the queen’s char- 
acter and devotes the present book toa study 
of THE MARRIED LIFE OF QUEEN VIC- 
TORIA.” Miss (1 give her the benefit of the 
doubt) Jerrold is an exceptionally clever 
writer and she can make an old subject read 
like new by the manner in which she treats 
it. In this respect she is not unlike Francis 
Gribble, though she does not play with fire 
as that author does. 

Miss Jerrold has gathered her facts from 
all contemporary sources available, mainly 
from the queen's own writings. By her in- 
terpretation and the putting of two and two 
together she throws a new and searching 
light upon the subject which never seems to 
lose its interest to 4merican as well as Eng- 
lish readers. She endeavors to tell the real 
truth regarding the queen’s married life and 
her relations with the prince consort. She 
dwells particularly upon the relations of the 
queen and prince with those around them, 
with their children, and with their ministers— 
especially their hatred and fear of Palmerston 
—their love for Louis-Philippe, for the Ger- 
man Confederation and complacency towards 
Russia.

Miss Jerrold does not rate the prince con- 
sort as high as did his admirers nor as low 
as did his enemies. She strikes a happy 
medium after having given the Bubject care- 
ful and intelligent study. 

The queen, according to this writer, only 
loved the prince some years after she first 
saw him. He was, however, the only avail- 
able husband to whose cause she would listen. 
It seems that even a queen may have her 
feelings, for it is generally understood that 
she responded to the admiration of Lord 
Elphinstone, and to that of Lord Alfred 
Paget. The latter was reported to be so 
much in love with her that he not only wore 
Ner portrait around his neck, but also tfed 
dre around the neck of his dog!

In the three years between her first and 
second look-at the prince had changed 
from a short, fat boy to a fairly tall, slim 
man. So he came and saw—or was seen— 
and conquered, and for nearly twenty-two 
years was one of the hardest worked men 
in England.“ 

Had the prince lived this writer believes 
that the history of Engund wWoald have been 
very different from whut it is, for the peo- 
ple would have succumbed to his ideals or 
they wouldn't, in which latter case there 
might have been a revolution. Furthermore 
had the prince lived there would have been 
no “ great Queen Victoria, for by 1860 she 
had so entirely transferred all her work 
to her husband that the queen regnant may 
almost be said not to have existed. It 
would, according to this writer, have been 
upon that point that an English revolution 
would have occurred. 

Speaking of the prince consort's chaste 
life as compared with that of his son, the 
late King Edward, Miss Jerrold says: “A 
cynic might say that he [Edward] was loved 
for his sins, but that is not so. He was 
loved for his kingly manner and his kindly 
heart. Another king, possessing these qual- 
ities in conjunction with the prince consort’s 
domestic probity, would have a double 
chance of national popularity.“ Queen Vic- 
toria thought when things went wrong ‘that 
her beloved was a martyr toa willfully mis- 
understanding public, whereas he was but 
suffering the natural consequences of a prig- 
gishness which was mistakenly regarded as 
a virtue both by himself and the queen. 


> 

As a small boy Albert seems to have been 
something of a limb,“ for we read in his 
youthful diary how he fought with his brother 
when angry, and also how, in a spirit of 
mischief, he put soft, and no doubt smelly, 
cheese in the cloak pocket of one of his 
grownup lady cousins. As he grew older he 
took life so seriously that he-would not have 
recognized a joke had he met one coming 
up the stairs of Buckingham palace. 

Victoria seems to have been a bit more friv- 
olous, for it is recorded that she loved danc- 
ing, particularly the romping sort. I wonder 
what she would have thought of “ ragging.’’ 
as they call it in England? It is a younger 
and less austere queen who has declared 
against it. They all do it, however, not in 
the drawing rooms of polite society, but 
where they may not be discovered. 

Miss Jerrold has written a lively book and 
one that is well worth reading, for, though it 
may be against scriptural injunction, she 
has put new wine into old bottles.

The spiritual experiences 
through which the hero passes, the delightful 
glimpses of fluttering, conventional home 
life, the telling bits of character portrayals, 
combine to make a story harmonlous and fin- 
ished, moving with a quiet sureness that is 
satisfying.

Makes Husband's Shirts. 

I have found a great saving can be made by 
making my husband's shirts. Collar bands al- 
ready shrunken may be bought for 5 cents each, 
and the great difficulty in the making of a 
shirt is thereby overcome. I make two or three 
shirts of the same material and cut the sleeves 
just above the elbow, hemming both parts and 
putting buttons and buttonholes on (buttons 
on the upper part). The cuffs may then be de- 
tached when at work, and will not be in the 
way, and will stay clean much longer. . They 
may be sent to the laundry and be done up for 
5 cents, while the three shirts may be laundered 
in the family washing at home at small ex- 
pense. 

My husband considers it not only a great con- 
venience, but finds he can be very extravagant 
in shirts at a very small cost for laundering. 
I find the best material to use is white madras 
or poplin, at 35 cents a yard, but that is a mat- 
ter of taste. It does not pay to get cheap 
material.

Twenty Years’ Experience. 

As I have been a housekeeper for over 
twenty years, and my husband has at no time 
received a large salary, we have been obliged 
to economize or go without many of the things 
which make a home inhabitable. One of our 
main economies is on fuel. Though we live in a 
timbered section and burn wood in the kitchen 
range, it is rather expensive unless used care- 
fully. Monday morning I have a woman come 
in to help my daughter with the weekly wash. 
While there is a fire in the range I plan to 
bake bread, beans, roast meat, or any cooking 
which needs time and fuel. Then the remainder 
of the week, during the warm weather, I can 
cook and iron on my oil stove with a great sav- 
ing of fuel. My oil stove has a lid on which I 
can heat three irons over one burner, so I can 
iron all day at a very small cost. 

I also use my dry bread scraps in many ways. 
By cutting into squares and browning in the 
oven for soups, by grinding in the food chop- 
per for croquettes and meat loaf, and by soak- 
ing in milk for pancakes and puddings: 5 

In the sewing line, I cut over all the men's 
worn out pants for the small boys and refoot 
the worn out hose with the good legs. I make 
aprons: out of the best parts of the men’s shirts. 
Last spring I took all my old gingham dresses, 
and by sewing the waist and skirts together 
made some very presentable house dresses. I 
never save any of the children’s outgrown 
clothes for the moths to destroy, but can al- 
ways find some mother who is glad to have 
them for her children.

Most housewives seem to think the meat bill 
the greatest problem. Invariably the butcher 
cuts from a fourth to a half pound or more 
meat than is called for, so I ask for a little 
less than I really want, and usually get just 
the right amount, thus reducing the meat bill 
from $2 to $3 a month, or in a year save $24 
to $35. Doesn't seem much at the time, but 
counts up in a year. I always buy for two 
days at once. For instance, I broil the tender 
part of the sirloin for one dinner, stew or grind 
the long tough end with a little pork, add an 
egg. a few bread crumbs, and onion for a meat 
loaf or balls for another day. Instead of paying 
40 cents a pound for cooked ham, I buy the un- 
cooked at 23 cents, buying a pound or more at 
a time and cook it myself. I run it through the 
grinder, and add a little salad dressing or 
mustard. It has a better flavor and is more 
healthy, as it is well cooked. I pack eggs when 
cheapest, using fifteen cups of water to one of 
water glass, so have plenty to use when eggs 

ar beyond my means. I buy a few more 

unds of butter weekly than necessary, so 


when fall comes and butter raises, I have quite 

a few crocks of butter. It keeps perfectly in 

the ice box.

Saving for Rainy Day Now. 

It may not be amiss for an elderly widower 
to relate his attempt to reduce the high cost 
oY living. For years I was in receipt of a com- 
fortable salary and spent it freely without 
thought for the morrow. Seven years ago un- 
expectedly I found myself minus a job. For 
six months I vainly endeavored to get another. 
At the end of that period my funds had run 
low, and the “glassy stare” of fair weather 
friends convinced me of the folly of spending 


money for “that which is not bread.” When 
on the verge of despair Fortune smiled and 1 
secured a position at $1,000 per annum, which 


position [ still hold, though recently the remu- 
neration has been lowered to $75 a month. I 
entered on the new place filled with resolve to 
save something for a rainy day. Almost im- 
mediately I rented a flat consisting of two 
rooms and bathroom at a rent of $16 a month 
and started on a régime of thrift forthwith, 
which to the present time has continued un- 
broken. I prepare my breakfast, the meal 
consisting mainly of eggs, bread, and coffee. 
A light lunch in the middle of the day is ob- 
tained downtown. On arriving home between 
5 and 6 T set about cooking the principal meal 
of the day. which, if a friend joins me, I dig- 
nify by the name of dinner At first my at- 
tempts in evolving tempting viands were dis- 
heartening, yet the recollection» of my six 
months’ experience as a “down and out.” 
spurred me on to greater efforts, efforts that 
ultimately were crowned with success. I can 
now do a steak to a turn, cook eggs, make a 
savory stew, and on Sundays turn out a cred- 
itable roast. My food (which need not be fur- 
ther particularized), my laundry bill, light bill, 
rent, and clothing never in any circumstances 
exceed the $60 limit I have set. The remaining 
$25 is religiously deposited every month in the 
bank. Ofttimes there is a surplus of two or 
three dollars, wherewith a new book may be 
purchased, a friend entertained, tickets for a 
play obtained. A poor, contracted life, some 
may say. Wet in spite of that aspect there 
remains the consolation of knowing that a 
tidy sum is accumulating to help in warding 
off the ills that assail some of us in the after- 
noon of life; and should any pointers be 
Fleaned from what I have written the writer 
shall have attained his object.

INONA LAKE, Ind., Aug. 29.-—-[(S8pecial.) 
—The liquor traffic was given repeat-

In Ohio 
where the Anti-Saloon league started twenty 
years ago, there are forty-six counties dry 
and 2,000,000 people are now living in dry ter- 
ritory.

N. W. U. Gets Ancient Code. 


Northwestern University Law school yester- 
day received a replica in plaster cast of the 
code of Hammurabi, known as the oldest code 
of laws, having been formulated by Hammu- 
rabi, king of Babylon, about 2260 B. C. The 
cast is eight feet high, about thirty inches in 
diameter at the large end, and resembles the 
figure of a mummy. 

The laws, which are inscribed on the body of 
the figure, encircle it, and are carved in 
columns, At the top of the statue there are 
two figures representing the gift of the laws 
by the sun god to King Hammurabi. The 
original monument on which the code is en- 
graved was found in 1901 on the acropolis of 
Susa by an expedition sent out by the French 
government. It is now in the Louvre in Paris. 

There appears to be no recognition of wom- 
an’s suffrage in the code, although many other 
present day progressive proposals are noted.

Two classes of these, to wit: the inter- 
urban and the state wide utilities, could only 
be controlled by a state wide commission. 
The fact that Chicago and some of the other 
large cities of the state were denied in the 
law the right to control local utilities wholly 
within their corporate limits was not, in 
my judgment, a good and sufficient reason 
why I should deny to the citizens of Illinois 
the right to control state wide and inter- 
urban utilities.

Islanders Merely Taking Advantage 
of Embarrassment in East. 


The Japanese question has deen dis- 
cussed too much as if it were a local issue, 
when’ as a matter of fact the real issue 
fs a question of national policy. Either 
Japan must agree to regulate the immigra- 
tion question by treaty or congress will be 
compelled to regulate it by legislation“ 

These statements were made by Prof. John 
Holliday Latane of Washington and Lee uni- 
versity in an address on Our Relations with 
Japan at the eighty-eighth convocation ex- 
ercises of the University of Chicago yester- 
day at Leon Mandél Assembly hall. 

War with Japan is, in my judgment, not 
a present probability,“ said Prof. Latane. 
“Japan is merely taking advantage of our 
present embarrassment to extort from us 
certain concessions. 


Japanese Shrewd but Not Wise. 

“ With the Philippines exposed to attack, 
the Hawalian islands inadequately fortified, 
the Panama cana! not yet completed, and the 
Mexican situation on our hands, she thinks 
the time is favorable for a diplomatic move. 
In this she displays greater shrewdness than 
wisdom. The Japanese governmem will be 
satisfied with nothing short of the admission 
of Japanese immigrants to American citizen- 
ship, and this we are not likely to grant. 

“Any concessions which the Japanese 
might win in the face of our present embar- 
rassments would be merely temporary, and, 
therefore, unwise from the Japanese stand- 
point. as well as the American. Concessions 
would mean more Japanese, and more Jap- 
anese would mean the further development 
of race antagonism. 


Exclusion Hurts Jap Pride. 

“The Japanese feel that as a race they 
have made good. They claim that on the 
average they are superior to the European 
immigrants of today. This is perfectly true. 

‘ But when all this is sald, the fact remains 
that the Japanese springs from an historical 
environment which has no traditions ln com- 
mon with ours; that his standard of ving is 
different from ours, and that, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he has remarkable powers 
of adaptability, it is very doubtful whether 
he has either the desire or the capacity for 
assimilation.”
